M Y LORD, 





HE advantages your lordfhip will 
derive from an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the Greek authcrs, are 

too many and too great to be deferibed in 

one fhort letter, defigned merely as an in- 
troduction to others, in which the princi- 
ples of that language are demonítrated. 








"The Greeks have left the moft durable 
monuments of human wifdom, fortitude, 
magnificence, and ingenuity, in their im- 
provement of every art and fcience, and in 
the fineft writings upon every fubject ne- 
ceflary, profitable, elegant, or entertaining. 

i UE Le The 
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The Greeks have furnifhed the brighreft 
examp es of every virtue and accomplifh- 
natural or acquired, political, mo- 
miuitary : they excelled in mathema- 
tics and ph.lofophy ; in all the forms of 
government, ii; architecture, navigation, 
commerce, war: as orators, poets, and h- 
ftorians they ftand as yet unrivalled, and are 
like to ftand fo for ever; nor are they lefs 
to be admired for the exercifes and amufe- 
ments they invented and brought to per- 
fection, in the inftitution of their public 

games, their theatres and fports. 














Let rie further obferve to your lordfhip, 
that ir. vain you will look for thefe ad- 
mired ex -ellencies in any of the bett tranf- 
lations from the Greek: they may, indeed, 
communicate fome knowledge of what the 
originals contain; they may prefent you 
with propofitions, characters, and events: 
but, allowing them to be more faithful, 
more accurate than they really are, or can 
well be, ftill they are no better than copies, 
in which the fpirit ard luftre of the originals 
are almoft totally lott. “Ihe mind may be 

in- 








d 
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inftructed, but will not be inchante 1; thc 
picture may bear fome faint refemb ance 
and, if painted by a mafterly hand, a.e 
pleafure ; but who would be farisfied wit! 
the canvas, when he may noflefs the real 
object ? Who would prefer a piece of co- 
loured glafs to the diamond ? It is not pof- 
fible to preferve the beauties of the original 
inatranílation. “Che powers of the Greek 
are vaftly beyond thofe of any other tongue. 
Whatever the Afiatics defcribe is always 
felt and almoft feen: motion and mufic 
are in every tone, and enthufiafm and in- 
chantment poffefs the mind :

The man, my lord, who reads Greek has 
a refource that at all times can give a plea- 
fure to which modern diMfipation isa ftranger. 
All our time, which is too fhort for the foul 
to arrive at fuli perfection and excellence, 
fhould not be wafted in amufements that 
afford no exercife to the body, no improve- 
ment to the mind. Let us renew our ac- 


4. quaintance 
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quaint nce with the fages of antiquity, 
"^ be writings of men who have done 
bor sr cs human kind; to whom the world 
owes the moft ufeful difcoveries, and from 
whom pofterit ; may learn all that is ele- 
gant, magnificent, and glorious. 








But however beautiful and pleafing the 
proípect, the common way to it has been 
deemed fo very rough and tedious, that 
many have been deterred hereby from un- 
dertaking the journey. ‘This difficulty, it 
1s hoped, will intirely be removed by the 
followir g letters addrefied to your lordfhip, 
in whch the road is made fmooth and 
eafy, ai.d the traveller entertained and de- 
lighted .t every ep he takes. In the old 
way the memory was burdened with a load 
of terms and terminations without any aid 
from reafon: in this, not one fingle va- 
riety occurs in any grammatical inflexion; 
that is not fairly accounted for from firft 
principles. Ihe effect is not produced 
without a caufe; nothing exifts with- 
out a reafon; and when the reafon is 
given, or a propof ton demonftrated, it is 

rarely. 
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rarely forgotten. The mind is fo.onfti- 
tuted as to be delighted with demo.wftra- 
tion and arguments; and I am reall 
fuaded that grammar, which before wa 
undertaken with great labor and pain for 
feveral years, and the defired fuccefs or fa- 
tisfaction reached but by very few, will 
now be as pleafing as any other appli- 
cation of the mind for the difcovery of 
truth. 


The materials with which the Greek 
language is built are ail brov -'i-* from the 
Patt: many are ftill to be fou:: in a` rabia, 
in Perfia, and z;-gypt. The gramrratical 
varieties in nouns are made Dy addi the 
feveral parts of the fu bjunctive anicle CES 
7, o, AS terminations to the originai theme 
Or root: the verbs are conítructed and va- 
ried by the addition and raixture of the 
affitting verb expr From the tubjunétive 
article and the affi:ting verb it wiii be very 
eafy to deduce every declenfion of nouns 
and conjugation of verbs. “ttre article and 
affiífting verb are to be c::refui: > committed 
to memory, and then ¢7ery other part of 
| {peech 
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{peec} will be eafily acquired, and not 
ail forgotten. 


All the poffible ways of treating gram- 
mar are no taore than three. The firit, 
as in thefe papers, 1s by fhewing the caufes 
of every variety of inflexion, by the ana- 
lyfis and compofition of all the feveral 
parts of which the Greek tongue is com- 
pounded. T he fecond is by paradigmata 
or examples, which your lordfhip 1s defired 
to have continually before you when you 
read thefe letters. And I beg leave to re- 
comm nd to you the drawing out the pa- 
radig nata at full length, affigning the 
caufe or reafon for every change or altera- 
tion as you proceed under each circum- 
ftance of number and perfon, time and 
mode of action. Fora more perfect know- 
ledge of the varieties occafioned by the di- 
verfity of dialects, and the changing of one 
letter into another of the fame organ or 
clafs, after you have read and retained the 
moit material parts of grammar contained 
in thefe letters, you will, then, have re- 
courfe to the third method of writing 

grammar; 
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grammar; which is, by fhewing 
each letter of the alphabet all the ch 
made by it in the Greek tongue. 


Your lordfhip has a very great advantage 
over others who may defire to learn Greek, 
in your having already acquired many words 
in that tongue, which will fave you much 
trouble and time: they are materials with 
which you may raife a good fuperftructure, 
and the pofleflion of this {tore will encou- 
rage you to proceed; and when you have 
acquired a ready ufe of this tongue, you 
will then apply yourfelf to the Latin: the 
Greek is the mother, the L.atin one of her 
daughters. “Che Roman alphabet was an 
old Greek alphabet: the characters, ftruc- 
ture, khon, and abundance of words 11% 
Latin are derived from the .Eonans, which

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self much erudition, whether we {peak 
thofe things derived from the Greek, 
which are many, and efpecially from the 
ZEolDans, whofe language fo nearly refem- 
bles our owr. To this purpofe Ambrofius 
Macrobius "Theodofius de differentiis & 
focietatibus Grzeci Latinique verbi: “The 
Greek and Latin tongues are conjoined by 
nature; for if you except the article, 
which is peculiar to the Greek, the parts 
of fpeech, obfervations, figures, conítruc- 
tions, are the fame; fo that he who hath 

learnt one, may be faid to know both. 

















Hence it fhould feem more natural to 
begin with Greek than with Latin; to de- 
{cend with the ftream than to ftrive againft 
iit. The Latin 1s derived from the Greek, 
and the knowledge of the latter is a proper

introduction to that of the former: 1 is 
to begin aright, entering the houfe by tnc

Y a little pra€tice in reading and wri- 

ting, you will foon acquire a com- 
plete knowledge of the characters íent to 
your lordfhip with this letter. They are 
nearly the fame with the Samaritan, when 
inverted or written after the European 


manner from left to right: the names are 
Oriental; and fome have imagined that 


they exprefs the form defcribed by the 
characters in Hebrew; though, perhaps, 
thefe names were only ufed, as at prefent, 
to amufe the young fcholar, and fhew the 
ufe of each letter by the application of it 
to words; d a door, 4 a houfe, &c* for 


beth or beta fignifies a houfe, daleth or delta 
a door.

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The Greek Letters are diftributed into 
feveral cfafíes, according to the organ cm- 
ployed in pronouncing thein, their mutual 
interchanging one with another from fome 
affinity or approximation, the frequency of 
their occurrence, and confequent fubfer- 
viency in promoting grammatical varieties. 





The firft diftribution of letters is into 
vowels and confonants. “The vowels are 
feven; e, o fhort, as to quantity or pro- 
nunciation ; the correíponding vowels », o 
long; æ» i, u, fometimes long, fometimes 
fhort. When two vowels are fo united as 
to form one fyllable, it is called a diph- 
thong 5 AS æ, Sa Ny Ga Gi ATES prefixed a Za U 
fubjoined: fix are called proper, as rnoft 
natural, at, av, Six EU, ot, ou 5 fix IMproper, 
three with sera underwritten, a, », œ, one 
with , fubjoined, u, two with v fubjoined, 
nu, ov.

The more ancient Greeks exprefíed the 
afpirate by H, as it is {till feen in old in- 
{criptions, and where capitals are made ule 
of 7; HKATON, éxc«rov : one half of this 
character F was ufed for the afpirate, and 
alfo [, which in time was contracted into a 
little femmicircle, and called a rough {fpirit ;

The confonants are very properly diftin- 
suifhed into clafles, according to the organ 
or part of the mouth principally employed 
in pronouncing thems; into /za5/2/;,, formed 
by the lip, B, M, II, $,"F; into palatines, 
formed by the palate or roof, I, K; X, X, 
c; into Zzgusl;, formed by the tongue, 
A, ©, Ay NE, L3. Letters of the tame 
organ naturally interchange one with an- 
other, which will account for many varie- 


ties in grammatical inflexions and the dia- 
fects. 


Another diftinétion is into mutes and li- 
quids or ferni-vowels 4, as the Greeks call 
them, becaufíe they mix better with other

The liquids are A, M, N, P, to which 
Dionyfius of Halicarnaflus adds >: thefe 
letters alfo, thus related, often interchange 
one with another, and yet they are called 
immutable by grammarians, becaufe they 
are not. fubject to be dropped or changed 
in the conjugation of verbs, unlefs two 
occur together, and then one is dropped 
in the imperfect and perfect times. 





The mutes are again divided into te- 
nues, {oft or {mooth letters, in contradi- 
{tinétion to the rough or aípirated letters, 
and into fuch as are neither frnooth nor 
rough, and therefore called the middle let- 
ters, or tones between the two formed by 
the fame organ: I1 when afpirated forms 4, 
the middle letter is B} K when afpirated 
becomes X, the middle letter is r; of the 
dentals, T afpirated 1s © the mi ddle letter 
is A. This diftribution of the mutes you

Another diftinétion of the letters is into 
Ample or compounded; the firít of the 
compounded is zeta, which Dionyfius, 
who certainly knew how to pronounce his 
own language, fays 1s compounded not of

Some letters are unchangeable, and not 
employed in forming grammatical varie- 
ties. P is only employed in forming the 
comparative degree of adjectives. Some, 
with the liquids, retain their place in every 
alteretion made by the laws of grammar ; 
thefe are properly called radical, B, D, 4s 
par 
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Z., ^. Khe other letters are called fervile, 


as fubfervient to the purpofes of gramma- 
tical inflexion. 








The ufe and fervice of thefe letters are 
in proportion to the times of their occur- 
rence. "The moft frequent among the 
vowels are E, O, I; among the confo- 
nants, N, >, T, M, and thefe are, there- 
fore, the principal or leading letters in 
promoting grammatical varieties. 


In reading, N, though formed by a dif- 
ferent organ, acquires by pofition.fuch an 
affinity with LI, as moft naturally to be 
pronounced, though not written for it, 
when it occurs before any other palatıne, 
even befcre itíelf; xygeñaos angelos, ere-y»» 
ananke, necefity. It is alfo more elegant, 
becaufe more natural, to pronounce pm for v 
before another labial, zov Goäor tom bolon. 





In looking into any Greek author, your 
lordfhip will obferve ower the letters cer- 
tain marks called accents. When the little 


dagger points to the left, it 1s called acute, 
to 
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to the right grave; the ferpentine mark is 
called circumflex. "The acute accent 1s often 
placed over the laft fyllable when fhort, 
but only at the end of periods; for ın every 
other place the accent is grave; Deos, eier 
és: over the penult in words of two fyl- 
lables, when both are fhort, AZ£yos, or long, 
špas: or when the word confifts of more 
fylables, and the laft is fhort, it 1s car-

The grave accent is only expreffed over 
the laft fyllable; but it is fuppofed to be 
over every fyllable not marked with ano- 
ther accent.

The circumflex accent 1s formed from 
the union of the acute with the grave in 
contracted nouns and verbs, vocs, vis. Tols» 
aot. but gqws not gg-ws, becaufe the grave 
accent is over ~a (the word £g-oós being con- 
tracted for fo-axws). It 1s never placed over 
any fyllable that is not long by nature. 
When the laft fyllable ıs fhort, this ac- 
cent is often found over the penult, cane, 
and never over any other fyllable but the 
laft, or the laft but one. 











l'he very ancient Greeks ufed no fuch 
marks. When they are employed as gram- 
matical diftinctions, and to regulate ca- 
dence, they may do no harm; but when 
they are proitituted to the vile purpofe of 
altering the quantity of fyllables, it is 
much better to have nothing to do with 
them. 


Dionyfius, one of the beft and chafteft 
Greek writers, a moft accurate gramma- 


riari 
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rian and critic, and an excellent hiftorian, 
treating of tbe power of harmony, ob- 
íerves that comi pofition acquires ftrength, 
and dignity, and magnificence from the 
harmony of numbers great and noble; 
but that when they are mean and low, 
the compofition is languid and impure, &c. 
As a proof of this he produces the follow- 
ing paflage from “Thucydides, the dignity 
and magnificence of which muft be uni-

Hence it is moft evident that Greek, 
like all other languages, is to be read 
according to quantity. 


It is now time to releafe your lordthip 
from a leffon of fuch length and variety. 
A general notion of the above diftribution 
of the letters you will eafily retain; and 
this will enable you to account for the 
greateft part of the grammatical inflexions.

MY LORD, 


HE firít invented words were in- 

flexible. Cafes, genders, and num- 
bers 1m nouns; mode, time, and other 
circumiftances of action in verbs, are ex- 
prefled by adding the articles and pro- 
nouns, and the irregular afiiíling verb, to 
the theme or radical word. Hence have 
been taken the declenfions of nouns and 
conjugations of verbs in all languages, 
which have been rendered exceedingly 
burthenfome to the memory, by an un- 
neceflary and numerous divifion, and an 
erroneous formation.

The Greek language is very copious, 
and exprefles every circumftance of things 
and aétions with more precifion than any 
other language. For fuch things as are in 
pairs, as hands, eyes, feet, GC, the Greeks 
have a number which 1s called the dual, 
tn frequent ufe with the poets, though it 
is not peculiar to them 5; nor always ob- 
ferved by them when tpeaking of two 
things, as Apreda:, in the plural, (Ir. z. 
67.) nor is XE admitted by the JEolans,

MY LORD, 





EFORE we proceed to the verbs, 

it will be neceflary to confider nouns 
of number, which in all languages differ 
from other nouns. “They were difcovered 
and in ufe long before grammar came to 
any perfe&ion; and, therefore, remain 
either inflexible or irregular. ‘The Copts 
or ZEgypti1ians, the Greeks and Antient 
Britains, made ufe of the fame terms in 
expreffing numbers. It is not credible 
that the Greeks taught the /gyptians 
arithmetic ; and when we know more of 
the origin of the Celts,- we, may fpeak 


with more certainty concerning the lan- 
guage of the Britains.

But as this would have 
been attended with fome difficulty, the 
paradigmata of the firít grammarians have 
been retained with their old Laatin inter- 
pretations, though the reft of the gram- 
mar has been written in French, or Eng- 
lifh, or German.

Ihe poets ufed all the dialeéts, and fre- 
quently inferted, or left out, or changed, 
all the fingle coníonants, often rejecting 
tome of them, and as often adding 2, c, 
7, with the vowels ae, o, 15 v, as they had 
occafion for long or íhort fyllables. A 
thorough knowledge of the poetic licence 
among the Greeks, and of the difference 
of their didlects, is only to be acquired by

H E art of writing was certainly very 

antient, as is evident from Che fa- 
cred Scriptures ; and, indeed, commerce 
could not have íubfifted long without it. 
Some marks muft have been ufed in the 
moft early times to diftinguifh the returns 
of the feafons, to affigm and fecure limits 
and boundaries, and to affift the memory 
on various occafions. 








The ZEgyptians, and many other na- 
tions, made ufe of the pictures or repre- 
fentations of objects, which pictures have 
been called Hieroglyphics. To fuch marks 
the Chinefe owe the vaft number of cha- 
racters ufed by them in their writings. But 
the letters of the Alpha-bet, however va- 
ried or numerous, had their origin in the 


Ke 2 Patt, 
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Eat, and are the offspring of one parent. 
The names, the fhape, the order, and 
the arithmetical power of thefe letters 
prove therm to be all derived from one 
and the fame fource. 





The Hebrew Alpha-bet is not very ur- 
like the Phoenician, or what has been called 
the Samaritan: and I] think that, upon a 
very flight inípection, it will appear moft 
probable that the latter was derived from 
the former. The Hebrew is of a beautiful 
and regular conftruction, and may well be 
confidered as a facred character not in 
common ufe; whereas the old Phoenician 
and the modern rabbinical characters are 
made with greater expedition, and feem 
to be derived from the fame characters 
written tn hafte, and adapted to ordinary 


purpofes. 





Herodotus afferts that, upon inquiry, he 
found the fftes of Bacchus were introduced 
into. Greece by Cadmus the Tyrian, and 
the Phoenicians who came with him, and 
fettled in Bc2otia: all the names of the 


gods 
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sods came into Greece from A£gypt*.- 
Cadmus was the fon of Agenor an ZEgyp- 
tian. The Coptic letters are nearly the 
fame with the Greek, but as the names 
are not /Egyptian, and no infcription has 
yet been difcovered confifting of any of 
thefe alphabetic characters, tili after the 
Greeks were in pofieffion of 7ZEgypt under 
the Ptolemics, it 1s nothing more than 
fancy or conjecture to imagine that the 
fEgvptians were the authors of them-

Clan race, came into Greece, and were 
difperfed over all the country before the 
reign.of Deucalion.

‘The Romans were inftruéted in many 
things by the Arcadians, who came into 
Italy under Evander.

Greece fixty years before the Aere of Troy.

I fhall here take leave to infert a conjecture from the 
preface to the Hebrew lexicon, at the end of my Dif- 
fertations upon the Origin, &c. of Languages: 

. The AGoeiyives, Aborig Ines, according to Dionyfius of 
Halicarndffus, were not avtox$eves, nor called 775orzg Ines 
from ab and origo; for they were not the firit inhabi- 
tants, but born in the mountains, and fo named azo 
ogog and yevog, as he fays; but I rather believe they were 
a colony that came by fea, and fettled on the coaít, 
than that they came from the mountains, and that they 
were called AGogiyives from 13, adjecto 1 Calaaico in fine 
vocis, and ^2y ober, gens transfuga ; which is agree- 
able to Genebrard’s opinion, that the Aborıgines-were 
a people driven out of Canaan by Jofhua, and came 
and fettled in-Italy, Where they had Saéatius their king; 
a name, no doubt, taken from naw /abat, or pnaw 

fabaton. lf lam, alío, right in deriving yeguea, a briage, 
from SEN ober; the l'sQgugaio: will be another word for 
Aneres, Kaleat quantumeoaiere poteft.

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The Aborigines, to whom the Romans 
owe their origin, were, according to fome, 
the firft inhabitants; according*to others, 
they came from various places in fearch of 
better fortune, living by robbery and pa- 
fture: others fuppofe them a colony of 
{igurians. The Ligurians inhabited fe- 
veral parts of Italy, and fome of them 
were Celts. 











The Romans did: not receive the Alpha- 
betic names of letters from the Pela/ad; 
nor is it probable that the Pe/a/gi made 
ufe of the fame names. 





l.etters were firít introduced into Greece 
and Italy by the Pela/ai; they were.after- 
wards fubjected to fome confiderable al- 


terations by Cadmus, and further ftill by 
the Ionians. 





The Africans, Spaniards, Celts, and 
Etrurians, as well as the inhabitants of 


Greece and Italy, all made ufeof Pelafgic 
or Phoenician letters. 
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"The Greeks, at firft, had no more thar 
fixteen: thefe, without the names of Al- 
pha, Beta, &c. they received from thc ald 
Pelafes. When Cadnius. entered Greece, 
he gave them the names, and added tothe 
old characlers three more letters, ZETA, 
ETA, XI, and as many evriconnpe, Or nume- 
ral characters, BAU, SANPI, KOPPA ; all 
which are taken from the Phoenician al- 
phabet, as is evident from ‘their names, 
their fhape, and place and power. ‘Thefe, 
with the Pelafgic charaéters, complete the 
Phoenician alphabet. Some other change, 
alío, it is probable, might have been made 
by Cadmus in the fhape of fome of the 
letters. “hat any of thefe characters were 
invented by Simonides or Palamedes, or 
any other Greek, is a fable that does not 
deierve credit; fince they are all exactly 
in their proper place, as in the Hebrew, 
Syriac, or Phoenician alphabet.

‘The +E gyptians, Greeks, and Romaans 
added feveral letters to the Phoenician al- 
phabet. The prefent Greek à'phabet 1s 
the Ionic zs, ha ing five letters added to 
the end of that which they received. from 
the Pelafgz and.Phoenicians. H was, at 
firft, an afpirate, and by the Ionians, and 
all other Greeks after them, ufed for the 
long E. ‘This improvement is afcribed to 
Calliftratus of Samos; but the time when 
it was introduced is uncertain: by the ad- 
vice of Archinus it was adopted by the

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The firft column confifts of Phcéenician 
characters, felected from Crinefius, Scali- 
ger, Bodezianus, Duret, Montfaucon, &c. 
Thefe all are written aftar the eaftern man- 
ner, from right to left. 'Y hex refemblance 
to the moolt antienteGreek letters may be 
determined by inípection: the characters

Next to the Phoenician is the famous 
Sigean inícription : this was written above 
five hundred years before Chrift. Several 
copies of the characters it contains have 
been fent into Europe; tbe firít of them 
bv William Sherard, coníul at Smyrna. 
his infcription has been admirably well 
éxplained by Chifful, in his Afiatic Anti- 
quities. It is written in a manner which 
the Greeks exprefs by the term Bey popndov, 
as the ox ploughs; that 1s, the firft line is 
from left to right, and the fecond from 
right to left; the third as the firft; the 
fourth as the fecond, &c. In this column 
the firít letter, 1f there are more than one, 
is formed as the Phoenician from right to

The Nemean ifcription may be feen 
in the Z5efazwrüs Infcriptionum, collected 
by Muratori, and iMuftrated by Monf. 
Bimard Baron de la Baftie, who proves it 
to be next in antiquity to the Sigean in- 
{cription, and that it is preferable to it, 
with refpect^to the elegant formation of 
the characters. 





The fourth column contains the charac- 
ters ufed in the Delian infcription, brought 
from the Eaft by Mont Tournefort, who 
copied it from the bafe of a {tatue thrown 
down in the ifland of Delos. See Meant- 
faucon's Palzographia Greca, p.121. The 
true reading is in Chifful’s Afiatic Anti- 
quities, p. 16. In this infcription Mr. 
Chifful thinks he has difcovered the ZEolic 
DIZAMMA COr refponding with the Pheni- 
Clan vau. ©O is here ufed for g. 











In the next column is an Athenian al- 
phabet, copied from one of the many mar- 
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bles in the pavement of the churcn called 
Te q'auge;'Sps, Of the crucified, and fent to 
Paris abo t the year 1674, by Montf. de 
Nointel the French airabafiador at Con- 
ftantinople. T his monument was erected 
dureng the Peloponnefian war, foon after 
the death of Cimon the Athenian general, 


and about four ata deer and fifty years 
before Chrift. 


"The characters ufed in the Terrorun 
Dire, and which are explained by Chi- 
fhull, p. 96, are certainly Ionic, and, for 
age Or rarity, not to be compared with 


the Sigean. 


"The charaéters in the next column are 
taken from the Farnefian pillars, ereéted 
by Herodes Atticus, a man of confular dig- 
nity, a fcholar, died a lover of antiquity, 
who lived during the reigns of Trajan and 
his immediate fucceffíprs. Philoftratus re- 
ports, that when Adrian the fophift faw 
fhele letters, he cried out, The tun c Dornen: 
Q/ pot. at T o, Behold letters again from Phoe- 
nicia’! Joíeph Scaliger was miftaken, when

he fancied that the ufe of the old Ionic 
characters continued to the time sf Hero- 
des Atticus. See Montfaucom p. 125—

‘The Heraclean letters are infcribed on a 
brafs plate, or table, brought into Eng- 
land by Mr. Brian Fairfax, ‘This infcrip- 
tion explains the limits of fome lands de- 
dicated by the Heracleenfes to Bacchus. 








The Marmor Sandvicenfe was brought 
from Athens by the prefent Earl of Sand- 
wich, and has been illuftrated with a very 
learned commentary, by the late Dr, Tay- 
lor. It was erected three hundred and 
feventy-four years before Chrift. 


The remaining characters, which were 
ufed in different ages, are all taken from 
Montfaucon, p.336. The feventh, in the 
uppermoft line, is- from the Marmor Dio- 
dort ipice, lib. 11. c. 7. “Whe eighth, ninth, 
tenth, eleventh, from the Gemmnæ Bafili- 
diana. The tenth is frequent on tables 
and marbles. The twelfth is ufed in the
